•ationsly by any inhabitaDls of. this city.iibot 
the very able opinion of Mr. MoCr'eiglil 
pablisliod in our Iesuo of yesterday, in reply 
t3 Ibo two simple .loustions proposed to liim 
by GDC of tho members of the C(uincil, yives 
iDob a deoidod answer to ilio stnull eoction of 
the commnnity who dispu'cd tlie riglit ol il:c 
Conncil to sit ns tho guyvnuiv^ body of llio 
oily under tho lucorporiiliou Act, that we 
feel sure that wo shall he o.vcusod for once 
more calling atlentiou to tho fuets of the case 
as admitted by the advisers of thoaa who

The .-Jnii!! ^euiion ol l.'ic ojuunuiiity who 
have chosen to placo tiiemsclvcs in a position 
of hMtilily_;tO| _ the - Mayor and ,j corporation, 
baTO ihroiigbout been professing to be guid- 
ed by the'.decision of the Chief Justice, and 
the opinions' of tho counsel who argued 
the case npninst the corporation, 
tho ground is now tjompletely cut 
from under them, their own counsol having 
most unequivocally stated that be cever held 
any such opinions as those advanced by the 
opposition. It is not therefore true, ns stated 
by their organ in yesterday's issue that " most

As to British Columbia be believed that she 
would only pay hor proportion ol n subsidy 
by the steamers running to Now Wesimin- 
sier, and he believed it a comraaroial impos- 
sibility for vessels saffioientlyi large to p.iy, 
to get up to. Now Westininsierl As to im- 
migration, he did not believe a siogla in- 
stance could be found where a man 
oapabia and willing to work, bad to go 
away from this country .for want of it. 
As to a steam comiuuuioation along thu 
coast, parlies whs had proposed lo put on a 
liiiu had asked Ibe large subsidy of £1,200 
per annum. He undcrHluod, however, that a 
steamer was now un tlie way from lOnglaiid, 
which would he suited to a coa;»t trade, uni 
which would pro'vibly ho so oinployed. Ho 
would beg lo luovn that an address bo pre- 
sentod to His Excolloncy stating' that tliis 
House was prepared to veto a ciM lain amount 
of money, in coiijunclioii with British Colum- 
bia, to Ohiabliah a direct lino of Eteaiiiers 
heliveen I'anama and tliose eolonio3. Ho 
would propose that Xtj.OOO should ba the 
Slim voted. 

Dr. Tolmie advocated the advantages of n 
direct line, showing that a trail* might be 
done with .Slexican ports by Uio return trips 
of tlin steainera. With regard to voling 
XG.OOO, ho thought m e could not go in o lhat 
till wo saw the ejtimates, and how uo s<lund. 
Ho iilvocated a sub.sldy lo a const lino, to 
onablu the Uowiclian and Comox farmers 
to Bend their prodiica down here. Ho must 
confess tlwt he dreaded seeing such an immi 
gration as'we had last year ; we had no room 
fur labor witbsui capital. Uc (Dr. T.) could 
get able bodied men for $15 per month, with 
rations and lodging. He bad known sevotal 
instances ot good men, able and willing to 
svork, who had been forced to laavc tho 
colony. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that tho hon. ?peaker 
bad laid down opinions cnlculaled lo deter 
iinniigratioii to lliia colony. Ho (.Mr. DeC) 
believed that tlii.s colony hsd tho capacity to 
siipjiort a vciy large nnd thrifty population. 
In Common with many hon. members, he had 
seen a good deal of other countries, and ho 
must say that these Coloniaj possosa all the 
reiiuirciiienta to build upnitioiial greatnes.!. 
I'lio P.ieilic coast had Uoen the lirst to make 
manual labour honorable: in older countries 
the pick, the pan, and tiie shovel, werodocincd 
unworthy of inon cd cdiicitn.u ; il remained 
lor this coast to dignify Isbour by iiiskiMg 
ibtso lowly implements honorable. The hon. 
iniinbcr advocitod the eatablialmient of a 
sicain-ship line, but said that, from a conver- 
,sutiou hu had bad with a gentleman who had 
coins hero for the purpose of looking into 
Ihii matter, he thoaght that a direct lino from 
Panama, without calling at San Francisco, 
would not pay. He wonld emphatically st,ite 
that he was in favorof a British line of steam- 
ers, but be did not tbink that calling at .San 
Francisco would have tho eUecl of prevent- 
ing passengura who hud set out lor this pott 
from cuulicuiug their jjurney. A.? to coast 
route!, ho thought that s'.baidising sleamcrB 
might do temporarily, but tho only perma- 
nent way was to construct trunk roa.ls 
through Iho island. In regard to coun- 
try not being lilted to receive iniin i^r.niis, lie 
believed it to bo ns well fitted as Caniida or 
Au.stralia. As lo the motion of iht: lion. 
Colonial Secretary, before he (Mr. DcCo.snio!) 
would vole for a subsidy of £0000 a year, ho 
would like to know from ihe hon. geiillcnian 
if the country could alTord it. As lo Uriliah 
Columbia, if the matter bo left with one sec- 
ii»n of the country, they will probably vote 
for direct steam communication to Now 
Westminster at any cost; il remains to bo 
soen whether tho othor sections would not bu 
disposed to adopt mote liberal views. 

Dr. Helmckcn said that as tho estimates 
would in all probability be laid before tho 
House in a very few days, il would probably 
be well to defer the oonsidsration ol this 
subject till after this was done. 

.Mr. Voung said he would withdraw hii 
resDluiion till Ihe csiimatos wero laid before 
the House, which would be in two or three 
days. His object in naming a sum was 
simply that wo might go to British Columbia 
and .say wdiat we would give. The cstirnalcs 
had been ready for some monllig, and had 
only boon delayed till tho close ot the iiuon- 
eial year. 

Tiie committee rose and reporlsd pro- 
grc.'a, and asked leave lo sit again. 

The Speaker announced that toimrrow 
(Wednesday) the Houso woulJ take up .Mr. 
l)eCosni03' Bill to grant civil jurisdiction to 
juslicea of the peace, ,tc , also .Mr. Deniuia' 
small debts bill and Mr, Duncan's bunk note 
bill.

The folldwingllolier.'haB been received by a 
gentleman in this country from a friend who 
tried bis fortune as a miner in Iho gold-fields 
uf British Columbia. The communication 
aQoida a vivid picture of the ineutal and 
bodily 8uffeting(| which even those nut un- 
favorably Bircumstahcad ' are obliged to 
endure in the search for gold in that wild 

region: ^ - ■ ■ 

Vaaeouvar Island, Aug. 1863. 
Mr. Dear— , In company with Mr. B., a 
tnoHt ezaeUe^tfirlend'anu companion, I em- 
barked 'in' ihe slenmer Governor Douglas, and 
loft at I2j.p. R;.,.May 6, for New Westminster, 
on tha Frasdrj; wberO/We arrived after a run 
neioss Ilia Glllf^of'Georgia of eight hours. 
Now Westminster is a city of slumps, and I 
cannot .say 1 was impressed wilh the gran- 
deur ol tho capital of British Columbia, and 
was riilhur glad when, nt •! p. in., of the tiili, 
wo re-embaiked on Iho same boat and i-ro- 
cccdud up the Fraser, a most rapid river, 
running through scenery of tho wildest char- 
acler. The current of the river is so strong 
at places that tho boat finds BOino dilTioulty 
in Btoiuming it ; inorcovtr, al thu.so swilt 
spots il ill llio habit of Ihe engineers of the 
high-prossura boats to olap on an iiiiliinited 
number of pounds lo the inch, and it ba- 
comes a matter of eciIous speculation to tho 
nervous pai.sengor wliothcr or not ihe inch 
will boar llio preasu.e. On this occasion, 
however tha forbearin.:,' inch stood well, and 
wo arrived safely ut i p. iii., on the 7ih, at 
Fort Vale, the limil of sleani navigaliou on 
the lower Fraser. Vnlo was qnito lively, it 
being tho liend ipiarlcrs of llio packerii over 
the Yalo LyltoD road. Next moraiug, hav- 
ing got our packs ready, strapped lo our sad- 
dles, wo coinmeuced the fatiguing part of the 
journey lo Cariboo. 

We travel'flj alon,:j iho banks of tho l-'rascr, 
paBsing through iiiagnilioont scnnery of the 
wildest daseriptioii. Horo the river rolls 
a mighty torrent llirou,'h what is cnllcd a 
canon (pronounced kanyou), a vail gorge 
formed by perpendicular rocks ; and it is 
with lomewbat of a feeling akin to fear that 
one rides for tbo first lim« along those prsci- 
pioea. Twelve miles from Yale wo crossed 
ilie river by ferry b«at, and a few miles fur- 
ther on struck a Hail over a zigzag mountain, 
a rough, steep, and dangerous path, over 
which we walked, leading our .horses. Tho 
river roars through a tremendous gorgo at 
tho fool of tills mountain; and tho views of 
Koeiicry are iiic.Nprussibly grand, though al- 
most loo wild to be pleasing. Descending 
the luouiilaiti, we came again on the wagon 
road, and nrrivod at tho wayside houses nt 
Uoslon Bar, having ridden twenty-nine miles. 

On Iho ytli of May wo mounted again, and 
travillcd all day through ti rocky, sandy, and 
most dreary looking country, ulteily de'tltiile 
of any feature of iiitere.--t, arriving al -1 p. m. 
ill Lytlon City, a dozen wooden aliaiilios, 
Bituatud on a sandy Hat. Here we left tho 
I'rascr, and journeyed along the banks of Iho 
Thompson, whose blight watirs formed a 
contrast lo liie mndily river wo had just loft. 
In fael, where the rivers 'inite, tho waters 
refu.ic lo inteimingli", mid this is percaptible 
for aoiiio distance below their junction. ^Ve 
crossed Iho Tliottipson by ferry, 2-1 miles from 
r.ylton, aud tliroo miles from I ho ferry 1 carna 
to fcrious grief. While riding up one of the 
steepest of bill trails along tho river bank, I 
felt my saddle slipping off. To stop was im 
possible, so twisting my hands in tho horse's 
inane, I dug my heels inio hia ribs and forced 
liirn up tha ascent as ipiickly a.s possible. 
Fortunaloly for me the girths held until the 
animal had just reached thu top, when oil 
slid the saddle, capsizing mo on my back, 
with inv foot Kliek'ng in ihe stirrup. Tho 
saddle did not .slip quite olT, but stiiclt on tbo 
horse's bind riuarlors, nnd lie, not liking lliia, 
began kicking unploasanlly near my okull, 
uiitl was preparing to bolt, drugging mo with 
him, I, r.'jl being able lo disengaga my 
tool, wlioii iny coiiipanioii name lo my na- 
aistanee, and soon lit'bted miillen'. Had 
I fallen three yards lower down, nothing co'jid 
have savetl self and hori.5 from rolling into 
the Thompson. Wo passed now ihiough a 
grass coutilry, mostly what is called bunch 
grass, very good feed for animals. Leaving 
tbo Thompson, wo passed through Iho valley 
td the Bonaparte, a small river. This is 
whore a largo iiunihor of pack uniiiiala pass 
the winter ; but. from tha look of the valley . 
I fancy they mii»l havo a pretty hard lime of 
it. On the-evening of the 12lh wo arrived at 
Clinton, where the Valo-Lylton road joins the 
Douglas and Lilloet road, 139 miles from 
Vale. You will observe there are two roads 
up to this point — one from Yale, whioh 1 
trnvolleil, and tho other from Douglas, on Iho 
Hanison river. Ai I have so little in this 
wearisome journey to record, I will just tuku 
the liberty ol hopping from Cliulon lo Mud 
Lake — a distance of VIO miles over a country 
ilovnid of inlcresling sighia, nnd which I was 
glad lo get rid of niy.self when on my jour- 
ney. Al Mud Lake we again strnck tho 
Fiascr, and hearing that a steainor, nnnied 
the Enterprise, built al an enormous cxpunse, 
was plying on the river bolween .Mud Lake 
and tho mouth of Ihe Qiiesnello, wo deter- 
mined to leave cur h rsns in " ranch," nnd 
proceed by the boat, nnd walk from linoe- 
luillo into the mines, saving by thia sixty-lite 
miles of had trail. On the 19th w« started 
at day-light from Ihe landing, and went puf- 
fing up the river. But, alas for human hopes, 
hanlly had wo made three milca when crash 
wont the engine, and in a second wo went 
running down the stream stern foremost a 
deal faster than we had gonu up. Wc got 
out the ropos, and tried logot them enhoie by 
a canoe ; but this proved u heavy task, the 
current being fearfully swift. 'I'lio anchor 
was thrown overboard, but proved of uo a- 
vail, and vso drifted helplessly down the 
stream. I assiiro you that our state of mind 
wnj noi iniproveil fcy knowing lhat a few 
iTiile.^ down Ibe river was a fearful cannon, 
lliroiigfc •.vliich the stream rusliod over large 
rock«. Had wo gol into it, nothing b'-t tlio 
providence of <lod Could have saveil us from 
doslriicliou, nnd ino-l tlnuiklul wero we all 
when a sudden eddy in llic slream sent tiio 
bows of 11 boat inshoru uo close lliat one of 
the hands jumped overboard and gol a rope 
ashore. In livo minutes we bhould have been 
in Ihe caiiiioD. Tho only remark made by our 
cool caplaiu, a Yankee of the first water, on 
being coiigralulatod on his narrow escape, 
was, " Wsal, in fine minutes more $75,000 
would have gone to ."

Aa Interxstino t>i;t:.snoN. — It may pos- 
sibly become a question at no distant period 
what may be the title borne by Ibe Prince of 
Wnlss'sldcst son, and ourioasly enough there 
are not ipany precedents to serve as a guide. 
A correspondent v/rites ; 'i'he eldpst sons uf 
poets bear by oourtesy tho second title uf 
their fathers, hut thcro is no pieosdent for the 
eldest son of the Prince of Wales being de- 
signated either Duke of Cornwall or Earl of 
Chaster, probably from the peculiar feudal 
nature of tlioso peerages. Previous to tho 
accession ol tho llouso of Hanover, only ono 
Prince ol Wales, Kdtvard, llio Black Princo, 
had a son born during his own father's lifa- 
tiine. On the death of that piince, the Coin- 
raona requested llial his only .iiirviving son, 
who waa in his lenlb year, might ha received 
with ibe honor dno lo llu piosumplivo heir 
lo the crown. Thia request waa granted, and 
the Comniuiu prolerred another ptlilion thai 
ha might be declared Prince of 'A'alcs, but 
the Lords objected lhat "Tho grant of such 
honors belonged not lo the prelatea or bar- 
ons, either in oi out of Parliamant, but tx.- 
olusiTcly to Ihe Sovereign ;" and iho royal 
youth remained, plain Lord Richard of Bor- 
deaux until bo nsconded the throne aa King 
IticharJ II, On . Ihu aoaossiun of King 
(j'oorga r.,hl3 eldest , son, afterwards George 
11,, created Prince of Wales, and three 
yenra afteiwards bis eldest son, Prince Tred-^ 
crick Lewis, was ofeatoil Duke flif Qloncas- 
ter, and, in 1720, among other inferior titles, 
Duke of lulinburg. On Ihe leoession ot 
George II. Princo Frederick was created 
Prince ot Wales, nnd his oldest son, aflcr- 
wardalieorgo HI., bore tho liilo of tho Diika 
of Kdioburg till created Princa of Wales 
and Earl ol Chester on his falber'R death, in 
IGiiO. This would Eccm a precedent for the 
oldcal BOn nl tho Princa of Wales being 
designatad Earl of Dublin, which tho Prince 
hinisolf waa created by patent, in 1849. In 
tho peerage of Scotland llio eldest son of tho 
K.ing was always Duke of P.olhsay and Kirl 
of Carrlek, but thera is no prcccdenl for the 
eldest son of a Prince of Wales being linown 
by either, of those titles.
